The result of the annual medical inspection showed that 13 
pupils were 10% or more underweight. Five pupils had de- 
fective vision and of these 2 were corrected. Of the 38 pupils 
having defective teeth, only three had corrections. There were 
nine cases of diseased tonsils. A dental clinic would be very 
beneficial to the pupils of the district. 


We earnestly recommend for the consideration of the board 
and the citizens of the district the addition of a second room - 
to the Center school building, making this a two-room school, 
with grades 1-4 in one room and 5-8 in the other. This may 
be done without spoiling the symmetry of the building and for 
a moderate expense. By this plan, we would gain the advan- 
tage of having larger groups of pupils of the same age and 
grade. Hach teacher would have time for more specialization 
and preparation in her particular work, as well as more time 
for each class. 
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On account of the large number of pupils at the South 
School during this fall term, 1935-36, it became necessary to 
transport the pupils of grades 7-8 to the Center school. This 
makes a group of about twelve pupils there in these grades. 
The result has been a real advantage to them, as the larger 
number in the class causes more interest in the work. As this 
plan has succeeded so well, we believe it would be wise to con- 
tinue it next year. 


As there is now an abundance of running water available at 
the Center school, it would be an economy and distinct im- 
provement to abandon the chemical toilets now in use there 
and install flush toilets with septic tanks. Once the latter are 
installed, the cost of upkeep would not be very great. The 
chemical toilets there now involve the cost of chemical and 
labor each year. 


In conclusion, we wish to acknowledge our indebtedness to 
the School Board for their active cooperation and support; to 
the teachers for their loyalty and whole-hearted efforts in im- 
proving the work of the schools; and cause of education in the 
district.
